[f not denied in toto, by the materialist, the s1ghts and sounds 
of the astral and super-astral planes, are mysteries and therefore 
questionable and must remain _s0 until such time as science will 
be able to demonstrate their purpose and method of production. 

Yet the key to such knowledge 1s attainable by any earnest, 
eincere <tudent_ of life. That key hes in close observation of the 
action of the law ot correspondences. 

\Iodern <cience now admits one fact which ancient science 
demonstrated longs ages agone. the fact that substance and force 
may be conducted from: one point to another 1n space þy means 
of etheric or atmospheric wave motion. Some day there will 
come an admission and a demonstration of another fact, in effect, 
that the phenomena of astral vision and hearing are governed by 
the same law and are transmitted by similar methods to those 
which conduct the phenomena of sight and hearing on the phys1ical 
plane, namely, etheric waves.
